Elwood, Iod.-~-This pleasant little town, where 


Wendell Willkie was born and where he ac- 
cepted the Republican nomination for president, 
has a painful headache. 


The folks ruefully call it "Willkie Day hang- 


over" and blame it on red-haired, bustling Ho- 
mer Capehart, straw boss of the notification 
ceremony. The wealthy musical instrument 
manufacturer, who two years ago staged the 
famed grass roots conference, sold the towns- 
people on the idea that a golden harvest awaited 
them. 


The tens of thousands of visitors which he 


promised came, but they didn't spend, and the 
only harvest Elwood reaped was a flock of un- 
paid bills. 


Capehart was irresistibly persuasive. "It you 


folks have any get up," he prodded them, "you 
can make yourselves some real money. There 
will be a half million visitors here, so don't be 
afraid to spend a little getting ready for them. 


"The way to make money is to spend some. 


If you've ordered ten thousand buns, double it. 
You'll get your profit^in volume." 


Elwood took this advice to heart. Buns, bread, 


hot dogs, hamburgers, pies, melons, soft drinks 
and ice cream were ordered by the mountain 
load. There were enough edibles for a half doz- 
en armies. 


The armies came, but they didn't eat What 


happened was that the visitors who traveled by 
Irani ate on the tram, and those who drove to 
Elwood either brought their lunches or ate 
somewhere else. The Republican National com- 
mittee had a contract with the Robertson Cater- 
ing Co. to supply all persons coming on the 
special trains of the Pennsylvania Railroad with 
one meal on the train and a box lunch in El- 
wood. 
BILLS, BILLS, BILLS 


Capehart left town after the notification, and 


Elwood was left holding the bag. With thou- 
sands of dollars of unpaid bills, the Elwood No- 
tification committee has only $13 in the treas- 
ury. Glenn HiDs, wealthy Kokomo attorney and 
GOP nominee for governor, contributed $5,000 
to pay the most pressing bills. 


Largest unpaid accounts are owed to an In- 


dianapolis decorating firm, which has placed its 
bill in the hands of an attorney; to an Elwood 
Electric company, which is talking of legal ac- 
tion if its bill isn't paid soon; to an Elwood res- 
taurant; to an Ehvood five-and-ten-cent store; 
and to a balloon company in northern Indiana. 


Among the loudest complainers are unpaid 


laborers and special policemen. One special po- 
liceman, Leslie Stone, finally got the $18''owed 
him when he told harassed Mayor G. M. Bon- 
ham he had joined the navy and needed the 
money before he left home. 


Ray Snipes, an unemployed WPA worker 


with five children in school, hasn't been so 
lucky. He still is waiting for the $8 he claims 
is due him. Snipes write Willkie in Rushville, 
but hasn't received an answer yet. 


Louis Moschell, 62-year-old jobless, estimates 


the loss of himself and his brother-in-law at 
$500. They were, left with 350 pounds of ham- 
burger, 9,000 buns, 200 pounds of Coney Island 
sandwich supplies, and 1,500 bottles of milk. 
Moschell paid his bills by borrowing $120 on a 
90-day note from the local bank. 


He icels that Capehart or the Republican or- 


ganisation ought to reimburse Elwoodians for 
their losses, and there is talk of -getting up a 
petition to demand this. 


The Braun Bottling company estimates its 


losses from $800 to $1,000. The firm emptied 
1,000 cases of a specially-prepared "Willkie Day" 
souvenir drink into the sewers. The owners of 
the Willkie birthplace painted the house and 
placed a tarpaulin on the floor so visitors could 
be shown through at 20 cents a head. They took 
in approximately $12.50. 
BRIGHT SPOTS 


Before Willkie left Rushville, a committee 


from the Elks Lodge interviewed the nominee 
and told him of his home town's economic 
plight. He was very sympathetic and promised 
that if elected he would locate some defense 
industries there. 


The city needs them. The industries which 


years ago"~made it one of the most prosperous in 
Indiana moved away when the natural - gas 
played out. One of the last of the local plants 
is having its own slump, too. The Monticello 
Manufacturing Co, which produces the Willkie 
"Hope of Our Nation" auto, tags, is laying off 
men. 


Several of the laid-off workers dropped into 


th Democratic headquarters the other day to 
see if they couldn't stir up some orders for 
Roosevelt tags. The Democrats shook their heads 
sadly. "We'd like to," they said, "but we have- 
n't got any money." 


Note—For Tony Shaffer, alert farmer near El- 


wood, the doleful hangover was a ten-strike. 
He hauled surplus bread and buns from Callo- 
way Park for two weeks to feed his stock. 
Shaffer paid 20 cents a thousand—until he found 
he could take them for nothing.

treasury agency. During the government reor- 
ganization in 1939, the navy made undercover 
efforts to absorb the Coast Guard, but the po- 
tent influence of Secretary Morgenthau and 
Rear Admiral Russell R. Waesche, popular CG 
Commandant, stood in the way. 


With the army and navy being expanded, the

was pressed into service for the overhauling ol 
two navy destroyers. Eight more are scheduled 
to be sent there for repairs.

vy, having been founded in 1790. It has its own 
academy at New London, Conn.

Clapper Sees New Economic 
Pressure as Answer to Japan 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington-This administration is taking a hard-headed, realistic at- 


titude rather than an emotional one toward the final emergency of Japan 
as an official instead of a sub-rosa partner of the-axis. 


The realistic attitude does not look forward *o naval warfare at least in 


the near future. It looks more toward a gradual stepping up in the use 


of economic weapons by both sides. 


Immediately, the effect may be more noticeable on 


the British. Hitherto England has sought to appease 
Japan, to make concessions that might keep her neu- 
tral. Now Japan has made her leaning toward the axis 
an open and official matter. Hence the British have no 
further purpose in appeasing Japan. Raw materials, 
such as tungsten and mica and more important ma- 
terials in the British Asiatic possessions, have been 
allowed to pass to Japan. Probably these will be shut 
down on, not perhaps by open embargoes but by the 
simple move of appropriating more of them for Brit- 
ish defense use. 


The United States is likely to move in a parallel di- 


rection, gradually tightening economic pressure. 
' 


Thus the situation seems to be heading into a kind 


of struggle in which sanctions, or quasi sanctions, more or less disguised, 
will be the chief weapons on both sides. 


There is every indication that neither Japan nor the United States is 


itching for naval warfare. Each has its own strong reasons for not wanting 
a naval showdown. Japan has the same desire Hitler has always had of

•n this country who haven't enough 
horse sense to be worth the powder 
to blow them up. They have probed 
around in futile corners of science, 
frittering away valuable time and 
laboratory space on some such sil- 
ly topic as the "Cultural Signific- 
ance of the Castanet in Medieval 
Spain" or the "Love Life of thc 
Gold Fish," when really important 
problems need to be solved. 


If you think I am -biased in my 


frequent criticism of many men 
who hold higher degrees, listen to 
Frederick P. Kappel, president of 
the Carnegie Corporation, which 
dispenses millions of dollars an- 
nually for university research.

Gardeners in the extreme north 


are now giving some thought to 
protecting their magnificent large- 
flowered climbing roses. While they 
are the 
glory of any garden— 


when in bloom—they are a great 
problem over winter. Even mild 
winters may freeze out their tops,, 
and severe ones always do. There 
seem to be no'royal roads to suc- 
cess in preventing the tops from 
freezing but two plans which have 
met with most success are wrapping 
and soil covering. 


Both plans call for loosening them 


from their supports, since no pro- 
tecting wrappers could be applied 
without creating an ugly garden 
picture. When wrapping, close in all 
branches so that they appear like 
a bundle of twigs tied 
together. 


Then wrap in newspapers. Follow 
with a wrapping of craft paper and 
finish off with a covering of bur- 
lap, tightly tied, to hold the whole 
together. Then tie this bundle to the 
lattice or support. 


In places where high winds pre- 


vail, such a plant bundle may rip 
loose and break large numbers of 
canes. This suggests a covering of 
soil. For this, loosen the canes from 
their support, bend them down to 
the ground and cover "with a six- 
inch layer of soil. It.may be neces- 
sary to peg the branches down be- 
fore covering with soil. 


When spring comes, thc chances 


arc that wrapped or covered climb- 
ers will be ready to awaken as 
soon as the coverings are removed.
